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WORLD COCOA BEAN CROP LOWER 


Summary 


World cocoa bean production for 1972-73 is fore- 
cast at 1.5 million metric tons, down 4 percent from 
the record 1971-72 harvest of 1.56 million tons. 
African production is expected to be off 7 percent 
from the large 1971-72 harvest of 1,159,200 tons, 
reflecting smaller crops in Ghana, Ivory Coast, 
Cameroon, and Togo. Nigerian production has been 
revised downward because of continued dry weather 
and the harvest (including estimates for cocoa 
marketed through Dahomey) is now expected to 
approximate 270,000 tons. 

A 10-percent rise in South American production is 
forecast this season, reflecting prospects of a good 
Brazilian harvest. Brazil’s crop is forecast at 195,000 
tons, up from the 1971-72 outturn of 165,400 tons. 
The 1973 Temporao harvest is expected to be later 
than normal, as dry weather damaged the November 
flowering. 

Ecuador’ production has again been revised 
downward, as adverse weather has resulted in a 
rather poor Christmas harvest. Production is now 
estimated at 53,000 tons, down 9 percent from the 
1971-72 crop of 58,000. 

Because of the smaller world crop and higher cocoa 
bean prices, world cocoa bean grindings in 1973 are 
likely to be under the record 1972 level. However, the 
1973 grind will probably still be greater than produc- 
tion, resulting in a modest stock drawdown, 
following a balanced supply-demand situation in 
1972. 

U.S. cocoa bean grindings in 1973 are anticipated 
to be below the previous year’s level of 637.1 million 
pounds (289,000 metric tons), reflecting reduced 
chocolate bar sizes. 

Cocoa bean prices during January 1973 averaged 
37.1 cents per pound for New York spot Accra beans, 
down slightly from 37.7 cents in December, but still 
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well above the January 1972 average of 25.8 cents. 
New York spot cocoa butter prices during January 
1973 averaged 85.2 cents per pound, compared with 
the December average of 86.9 cents and the January 
1972 average of 58.6 cents. 

Cocoa prices moved sharply higher immediately 
following the recent U.S. devaluation of the dollar. 
New York spot Accra cocoa bean prices, as of mid- 
February, were quoted at about 40 cents per pound 
and cocoa butter prices were around 92 cents per 
pound. Prices for the month averaged 39 cents per 
pound for Accra beans and 90.3 cents for cocoa 
butter. 


Major Producers 


Africa. Dry weather conditions throughout most 
of the West African producing areas this season has 
adversely affected production. Ghana’s 1972-73 main 
crop is forecast at 415,000 tons, down about 7 per- 
cent from a year earlier. Ivory Coast production will 
also be down this year, with the crop forecast at 
190,000 tons, off 15 percent from the record 1971-72 
outturn of 224,000. 

Production in Nigeria is now expected to reach 
270,000 tons, up slightly from the 1971-72 crop of 
265,000. Shipments to Dahomey this season are esti- 
mated to be 20,000 tons, compared with estimated 
contraband exports of 10,000 tons during the 1971-72 
crop year. 

Nigeria’s cocoa bean exports during the first 9 
months of 1972 totaled 190,136 tons, compared with 
215,959 during the corresponding 1971 period. The 
major recipients of the 1972 exports were the United 
Kingdom 47,541 tons; the USSR 31,500; West Ger- 
many 24,193; and the United States 16,942. Cocoa 
butter exports during the January-September period 
totaled 6,648 tons, up from 5,005 tons during the 
similar 1971 months. 


Latin America. Production in the Dominican 
Republic is forecast at 35,000 tons, off 16 percent 
from the large 1971-72 crop of 41,500. Excessive rain- 
fall during July-September was largely responsible 
for the smaller harvest this season. 

Heavy rains also damaged Ecuador’s production. 
The Christmas harvest was only about half the 
normal level and production for the 1972-73 season is 
now expected to reach only 53,000 tons. 

During 1973, the Ecuadorian Ministry of Produc- 
tion plans to rehabilitate nearly 5,000 acres of old 
cocoa plantations, and over a 3-year period, an esti- 
mated 10,000 acres are scheduled to be replanted with 
new higher yielding trees. 

Brazilian production is expected to reach 195,000 
tons, up nearly 18 percent over the 1971-72 harvest of 
165,400. Brazil’s exports of cocoa beans during 
January-September 1972 totaled 62,866 tons valued 
at $32.5 million, down from 92,358 tons valued at 
$49.1 million during the corresponding 1971 period. 
Shipments of cocoa butter totaled 20,448 tons valued 
at $23 million, compared with 13,989 tons valued at 
$16.4 million in the 9-month period of 1971. 


Major Importers 


According to preliminary data, world cocoa bean 
grindings in 1972 were a record 1.54 million tons, an 
increase of nearly 8 percent over 1971! grindings of 
1.43 million tons. World grindings in 1973, however, 
are expected to be down from the record 1972 level, 
reflecting the smaller 1972-73 production and higher 
cocoa bean prices. 

Grindings in the USSR will probably be lower this 
year, reflecting smaller cocoa purchases because of 
the large foreign exchange expenditures for grains 
and sugar. 

U.S. cocoa bean grindings in 1973 will also likely 
be below those of a year earlier, reflecting smaller 
chocolate bar sizes. U.S. grindings in 1972amounted 
to 637.1 million pounds (289,000 metric tons), and 
were up 3.5 percent over 1971 grindings of 615.3 mil- 
lion pounds (279,100 tons). 

U.S. cocoa bean imports in 1972 totaled 286,705 
tons valued at $150.7 million, down nearly 11 per- 


cent from 1971 imports of 320,942 tons valued at 
$181.3 million. However, imports of unsweetened 
cocoa cake and powder rose sharply to 72,963 tons, 
up 47 percent over 1971 imports of 49,621 tons, and 
imports of unsweetened chocolate were also higher. 


‘Cocoa butter imports increased to 20,979 tons, com- 


pared with 15,362 tons in 1971. Imports of sweetened 
chocolate and candy and confectionery containing 
cocoa and chocolate remained at about the 1971 
levels. 

The U.S. import quota on sweetened chocolate, 
candy and confectionery for 1973 has been set at 
198.7 million pounds, about | percent larger than the 
1972 quota of 196.6 million pounds. Actual imports 
under the quota in 1972 totaled 150.5 million pounds. 
The quota applies to items 156.30 and 157.10 of the 
Tariff Schedules of the United States. 

The 1973 quota was determined by taking the 
larger amount of either the average of 1969-71 
imports of these items (143.8 million pounds) or 5 
percent of 1971 confectionery manufacturers’ sales in 
the United States (198.7 million pounds). The 1973 
quota reserves 21.7 million pounds solely for the 
importation of chocolate crumb, which is controlled 
by licenses issued by the USDA’s Foreign Agricul- 
tural Service. 

The remainder of the quota (177 million pounds) 
shall be ona first come, first served basis, except that 
only 70 percent (123.9 million pounds) may be 
imported on or before September 30, 1973. The 
balance is available for importation in the last quarter 
of the year when imports associated with the holiday 
period usually occur. Individual shipments valued at 
$25 or less are exempted from the quota. Except for 
chocolate crumb, import licenses or prior clearances 
are not required. 

West German grindings of cocoa beans in 1972 
totaled 138,812 tons, a gain of 4.4 percent over the 
1971 level of 132,919 tons. The Netherland’s grind- 
ings were also higher, totaling 124,440 tons in 1972, 
an increase of 3.2 percent over 1971 grind of 120,555. 

U.K. grind during 1972 amounted to 97,739 tons, 
up 15.8 percent over 1971 grindings of 84,430. 

United States cocoa bean grindings for 1970-72 on 
a quarterly basis, and New York spot cocoa butter 
prices are shown. in the following tables.

International Developments 


UNCTAD International Cocoa Agreement. 
Efforts continue to implement an International 
Cocoa Agreement in time for the 1973-74 October- 
September cocoa season. As of the January 15, 1973, 
deadline, 69.83 percent of the importing country’s 
signatures had been obtained and over 92 percent of 
the producers, which had been allocated - basic 
quotas, had signed. Under the terms of the Agree- 
ment, 70 percent importing and 80 percent producer 
ratification is needed before the Agreement could 
enter into force. Efforts are being conducted by 
UNCTAD to obtain agreement to round upward the 


importing countries’ total to the 70 percent 
requirement. 

The producing countries that have basic quotas 
which have signed are Ghana, Nigeria, Ivory Coast, 
Brazil, Cameroon, and Togo. These countries com- 
prise the Cocoa Producers Alliance. The producers 
who elected not to sign were the Dominican 
Republic, Equatorial Guinea, and Mexico. 

The importing countries electing not to sign were 
the United States, Czechoslovakia, Argentina, South 
Africa, New Zealand, Philippines, Peru, India, 
Uruguay, Tunisia, and Malaysia. Poland signed 
shortly after the January 15, deadline.
